Under these cirovmstanoea 
wouldn't high license— & license high 
enough to be felt in liquor circles— be

;Tho peculiar stylo of distributing tho 
mctita of tho national arms over tho faces 


ot the coin, including mottoes and legends 
unregnnlf ul of significant propriety, ia a re- 
markable art exhibition of thu genius of our 
free institutions. 
Compare tho dignified 


iropriety represented in tho devices upon 
sonic 3t tho earlier coinago: Observe, «• 
classic _bust with legend'Liberty,'and re- 
verse, tho national arms as adopted, which 
compare with tho handsomo fcmr-lo head 
filleted 'Liberty,' though crowned 
with 


grain, etc., as i£ also to represent tho god- 
dess Ceres or Abundance, doubtless n multi- 
fold genius, as tho motto overhead would in- 
timate, 'E pluribus uuum.' Upon closo ex- 
amination a sinalJ cap is seem amid tho 
redundant ringlets, apparently falling off. 
Reverse, a crucified eagle (severely) 'dis- 
played,' minus 'tbo escutcheon on his breast,' 
or tho eagle volant (without its appropriate 
motto, 'l'..\'ColKior').

legend than the title, voluu and data, and 
motto of arms. Such would be creditable to 
our nationality, and pkico us among tho 
most favored nations cf Christendom,"—

Tho Paris newspapers malm a largo profit 


on their circulation—when thoy havo any. 
Tho Petit Journal sells for a sou, but the 
other dailies aro rated at two and three 
sous apiece, and, as mentioned, their com- 
position and press work, and tho small 
quantity of paper their editions require are 
very cheap. They aro, howcvor, under somo , 
expenses of which American novrepapcr 
publishers havo no knowledge. In Paris, 
for example, every newspaper is distributed 
by its own carriers, 
Thoro is no goncral 


distributing agency and no carrier under- 
takes to "servo" moro than one paper. Tho 
carriers, too, must boar tho paper:: to tho 
venders in the kiosks. 
All this means delay 


ar.d outlay for tho publishers. 


Nor nro tho advertising returns to bo 


compared with thoso o£ American or Eng- 
lish journals. 
Tho theatres do '.not adver- 


tise, the railway companies do not advertise, 
and tho advertiser goncraKy is a rather 
shy bird, except when, tho nowsp.ipor is of 
ancient fonndaton and wido repute. On the 
other hand, there aro doily journals En 
which overy lino is made to pay, and to pay 
handsomely. Ir. ono of tho great dailies, 
following an article by tho chief oilitor, ono 
often happens upon a paragraph announc- 
ing, for instance, that "III. Urown," the 
now novel, lias reached its tiftioih edition."

restaurants in connection with their whole- 
sale and retail wino trade, and favored cus- 
tomers are often given an opportunity to 
smaclc their lips over some rare old w no, 
whose label is too dust begrimed to bo legi- 
ble, 
and as they hold tiio wine to tho light 


they become enthusiastic over its. color, 
flavor, and 'jouquet, and probably order 
several do=™ bottles of it sent to their 
homes. 


Now tins wino may be old and it may bo 


now. 
It may have been imported from 


France, or perchance it was pressed out on 
tho sunny Italian hills; but it is more than 
probable that tho old Frenchman, unless lio 
knows that his customer has a trained and 
delicate palate, has given him some wino 
that is lint tin; jKinial product of the vine, 
anil was concocted under tho skilled eye of 
monsieur in thu Mib-basomont of the very 
establishment whero it is drunk. 
V.'hy 


should one !ind fault? It is surely moro com- 
plimentary in a host tO glVO OIIC UlO ITKlilt 
of his own labor than to furnlV.i o.to with 
that, of another. If it is a real wino there if 
exactly one chance- in 30,000 that it is what 
tho label represents it to be. Tt may bo tho 
outcome of a judicious mixture of several 
inUilTerent varieties blended into u harmo- 
nious whole, nr it may bo an American 
wine sai'.ing under falso coloi-s. 


Human ingenuity has never yot beeii able 


to make- wino without somo small percendtgo 
of aloohul, t;o this clement remains as a 
base for the worst of productions. 
As a 


rulo tho manufactured v/ines are offered 
cither as California wines, or us vin ordinaire, 
or sour claret. Thoy aro the distillation of 
raisins colored with logwood. 
Tho raisins 


aro placed in a vat filled with water at .a 
temperature of 00 degrees, there being fifty- 
ilvo gallons of water to every hundredweight 
of raisins. Some sugar is often thrown in 
to hasten fermentation, which usually Ins'.s 
eight or ten days at tho ond of which time 
tho liquid is drawn off and wino is niadr. 
It is, of course pale, mid it is doctored with 
some high colored Spanish wine, which is 
cheap, and then a solr.tior. of logwood is 
aclded. 
Thi.'so wines do not, at tho most, 


contain morn than 10 per cent, of alcohol, 
and having but little tannin they will not 
keep long. 
"\Vhen wino is thus produced i" 


will not cost much. 
BaLsins are not expen- 


sive, and a moldy article answers as well 
as one that is fresh. A noted French chcra- 
ist has declared that the" raisin wine, if f 
not drugged, is vastly more beautiful than 
ninny of tho mixtures, most of them dele- . 
tcrious, sold for geirjino wice. This may ) 
give wino drinkem a spark of oncourage- 
miMit, for thero is no way of accounting for 
tho consumption of the enormous raisin pro- 
ducts of Italy, Turkoy, Spain and Greece, 
unless one admits that thoy aro used to take 
tho place of grapes.—New York Commer- 
cial Advertiser.

unsatisfactory system, and it should be

ans in each of tbe wards (DO matter to 
which party they belong) control the 
affairs of the city.

Let 
there be no sectional issues, but com- 
munities to have a resident member of 
all legislative bodies (common councils, 
boards of supervisors, assemblies or sen- 
ates) ;not, peihaps differing from our 
prcaent ward, townehip or diatriotplan.

lature, There are other amendments pro. 
posed to our city charter, made necessary 
by time and circumstances, relating to 
finance, streets, tbo Cre department, and 
other branches of the city government, 
but which have not been sufficiently de- 
veloped to preeent to the reader.
